This Order reſembles that of Calatrava, and 
was under its Juriſdiction ; but in the Year. one 
Thouſand two hundred and ninteen, it was ſepas 
rated, and had its diſtin&t Maſters, 

They at firſt wore a Hood; they are diſtinguiſhed 
by a green Croſs. 'The Order hath thirty-eight 
Commanderies, worth two hundred forty-eight 
Thouſand one hundred fourteen Ducats yearly Re- 
venue.
